The number of Loin Funds in 1877 on Board’s Register was 80, being 2 less than in 
the preceding year. 

The circulation of Loan Funds throughout the country connected with the Board 
in 1877 amounted to £315,161 ; it fell short of that of the preceding year by the sum of 
£1,849. 

The capital of Loan Funds actually working in 1877 amounted to £141,567 ; it exceeded 
that of the preceding year by the sum of £1,392. 

The number of loans made in 1877 was 102,786; it exceeded that of the preceding 
year by 147. 

The number of Notes sold by the Board in 1877, at 2 7. each, was 1 06,400 ; it exceeded 
the number sold in 1876, by 3,500. 



The produce of the sale of Notes in 1877 was £886 13.. 47. ; showing an increase, as 
compared with that of 1876, of £29 3s. 47. 

The number of Debentures sold in 1877 by the Board, at Is. each, was 142; the 
produce of the sale of which was £7 2s. There was a decrease in the number sold, as 
compared with 1876, of 7, and in the produce of the sale, of 7s. 



The Gross Profits derived from Local Societies from Discount, Fines, Sale of Application 
Papers and Cards, in 1877, amounted to £16,056 18s. SJ. ; they exceeded the amount 
derived from the same sources in 1876 by £219 16s. 47. 



The amount of Fines (one of the above-named items) in .1877 was £4,215 3; 
showing an increase, as compared with the same item in 1876, of £42o os. 87. 



The amount of Surplus Profits applied to eharitable or useful purposes in the several 
localities of Loan Funds, in 1877, was £1,677 15s. 27. ; showing a decrease of such grants 
in that year, as compared with 1876, of £463 3s. 87.

So that a falling-off of upwards of Quo Million sterling may be fairly attributed to the 
famine year in 1845. and its results, largely increased mortality and extensive emigration 
in the two succeeding years. & ’

alteration for the better in the circumstances of that portion of the industrious agricultural 
poor of Ireland which constituted the borrower class of Loan Funds ; but largely it must 
be ascribed to the practice which has been adopted by the Branch Banks throughout the 
country to a large extent, issuing loans so low as £10, and even £5 to borrowers o the 
class of small farmers and dealers on a small scale, who could only heretofore get loans 
of such small amounts from Loan Funds.
